THE MASTER WORKMAN ADDRESSES 
THE LABOR CONVENTION. 


Routine Proceedings Take Up the Morn- 
ing Sessidn—Michael Davitt'’s Talk with 
Powderly Said to Be to Urge Him to 
Go to Ireland and Form a Labor Or- 
ganization There with Davitt at Its 
Head—Recommendations in the Master 
Workman's Address. 

Minweapouis, Minn., Oct. 6.—[Special. |— 
There is a great deal of quiet work going on 
among the delegates to the Knights of Labor 
convenwon, and whenever they are notin the 
business meetings they are holding secret 
caucuses at the hotels. Mr. Powdefly’s room 
at the West is crowded all the time, and he 
is called on by delegations and individuals 
who beckon him outside mysteriously and 
drag him off into corners and hallways to be 
bored and buttonholed on all sorts of schemes, 
good and bad. The test of his strength in 
the convention yesterday over the Buchanan 
matter has done much to make him at peace 


with everybody. 


It is now generally 
conceded that Powderly cannot be beat- 
fen, and it is said that some of the opposi- 


tion are beginning to make overtures to 


the other side. However, it is quite evident 


that the two factions in the convention are 


still very wary of each other.

my connection with Socialism, or rather with 
the men who in former years were at the head of 
the Socialistio-Labor y. In 1880 Philip Van 
Patten, the National retary of the Socialistio- 
Labor v. Was a member of the General Ex- 
ecutive of the Knights of Labor. I became 
very intimate with him, and we frequently dis- 
cussed the various measures of reform which all 
men in the movement regarded as of importance. 
He sent me a red card of membership some time 
about the month of August, 188u. was 
paid up by him for three months, I ed it 
as a complimentary act on t part 
of Brother Van tten. I saw. how- 
ever, that the declaration of principles 
of the Knights of Labor contained ail of Social- 
ism that I cared to advocate, and I never took 
any achon on the card, except to keep it as 2 
memento of the days when we were associated 
as officers of this association. I never cast a vote 
forthe candidates of that party, was never a 
member of any of its sections, and had no con- 
nection with it except in the manner related 
above. The use of firearms or dynamite 


is not advocated by. the Socialists; the 
confiscation of property or the dis- 
tributioh of wealth, or, in fact, the besto of 


wealth or means on those who have not worked 
and earned it, is not Socialism, it is robbery, it 
is rapine, and no sane man can advocate such a 
doctrine. If believing in the declaration of all 
the principles of this order makes of me a Social- 
ist, then I have no denials to make; but that I 
am a member of any other society in which ques- 
tions of reform are discussed I deny.” 

I cannot speak too highly of the energy and 
ability displayed by the general investigator. 
From the places she has investigated I hear the 
most flattering reports of her Management, and 
the disclosures that have been made to her are 
of such a nature as to strengthen my 
belief that the office should be made per- 
manent and the sphere of usefulness 
of the — increased.

AED AT THE GAS TRUST. 


4 STOCKHOLDER SEEKS TO ENJOIN 
THE ISSUE OF BONDS. 


A Bill to Restrain the Gas-Trust Bosses 
from Loading $10,000,000 of Bonds on 
the Back of the Old Company—Claims 
that the Proceeds Are to Be Used II- 
legally—The Mortgage Filed Yesterday— 
Arguments in the Bill and the Probable 
Replies. 

J. Edward Addicks of Philadelphia flled a 
bill in the Circuit Court Wednesday against 
the Chicago Gaslight & Coke Company, Theo- 
bald Forstall, Sidney A. Kent, Columbus R. 
Cummings, Charies T. Yerkes, Peter A. B. 
Widener, William L. Elkins, William W. 
Gibbs, John B. Cohrs, and George A. Yuille 
to enjoin the Chicago Gaslight & Coke Com- 
pany from executing bonds and mortgaging 
its property. The bill recites the incorpora- 
tion of the defendant company in 1847 with a 


| capital stock of $300,000 in shares of $25 each. 
In 1855 the stock was increased to $1,000,000, 


and in 1860 to $4,000,000. It is alleged that 
the company now owns property, real -and 
personal, worth at least $5,600,000. The plaint- 
iff bought eighteen shares in tne company 
Sept. 19, 1887, and ulleges that at that time 
the assets of the company amounted to 
$6,200,000, and its total liabilities, including 
stock liabilities, did not exceed $5,050,000, 
leaving a surplus of $1,200,000, $250,000 of 
which is cash on hand. A trial balance taken 
from the books of the company May 31, 1887, 
showed a profit for the month of May of $31,-

For 
a month people had waited to hear that Jay 
Gould had made his move, and today, when 
he was ready, he made it. 

The Executive Committee of the Western 
Union Board of Directors got together this 
morning for a special meeting. Jay Gould 
and his son George were there, and so were 
Russell Sage, Samuel Sloan, Alonzo B. Cor- 
nell, Gen. Eckert, and Messrs. Van Horn and 
Terry, while Dr. Norvin Green, the President 
of the company, was present of course. 
Jay Gould was ready and the trade was 
made. Dr. Green signed the papers for the 
Western Union, and J. Pierpont Morgan 
acted for the syndicate, which in turn rep- 
resented the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Company, the owners of the telegraph line.

THE BANQUET AT THE PLANKEINTON. 


The President and Many Distinguished Per- 
sons at Table—The Speeches. 

Mitwavxkes, Wis., Oct. 6.—[Special.j— 
“Better cheer you may have had, but not with 
better hearts,’’ was the modest. motto on the 
toast card at the proud complimentary ban- 
quet tendered to President Cleveland by the 
Merchants’ Association at the Plankinton 
House tonight. The banquet was one of the 
most pretentious affairs of the kind ever held 
in Milwaukee. Covers were laid for 351 
guests. President Cleveland entered the 
banquet hall at 8:20 o’clock leaning on the 
arm of Mr. C. E. Andrews, the President of 
the association. The 300 guests, who were 
already seated, arose in recognition of the 
arrival of the guest of the evening, and the 
band in the gallery struck up Hail to the 
Chief.“ The banquet-hail.was tastily and 
profusely decorated with flowers, ferns, and 
tropical plants. The gallery was draped with 
National flags and the front balustrade dec- 
orated with unique floral emblems. Large 
flora: centre-pieces and innumerable clusters 
and garlands of cut flowers decorated the 
tables. The Presidential table was on the 
west side of the hall, opposit the entrance, 
with ten guest tables running at right angles 
thereto. On the President's left sat C. E. 
Andrews, President of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation, and on his left John E. Hansen, 
the Vice-President. Next to Mr. Andrews 
sat Postmaster-General Vilas, and next 
in order were George W. tor 
Fhiletus Sawyer, Col. Brodhead, John w- 
ler, John R. Goodrich, O. H. Ingram, John C.

Investigation of Charges of Bribery in the 
New Hampshire Legislature. 
CoxocorD, N. H., Oct.6.—The House Ju- 
diciary Committee resumed its hearing this 
morning upon the reported alleged attempted 
bribery of the members in connection with 


railroad matters. Stillman Merrill, Repre- 
sentative from Dorchester,testified that three 
weeks ago Mr. Calef, a Representative from 
Barrington, asked him how he felt on the 
railroad question also asked if he would 
change his mind for $1,000. Calef knew the 
witness was against the Hazen bill, as 
the witness had talked with him. Calef said: 
“Pil give you $1,000, “or” you can have 
$1,000,”” don’t remember which. James W.

The reply of the President to Mayor 
Roche’s appropriate and excellent address 
of welcome at the reviewing stand could 
hardly have been read by any one without a 
feeling not alone of disappointment but of 
absolute surprise that, after having had a 
month’s opportunity to prepare his speech, 
it should have been such an impotent, slip- 
shod, and barren affair.

He was 
almost in front of the great building where 
his party tendered him the civicocrown.

The people then would have 
had a speech whose pertinent statement and 
statesmanlike scope and eloquent diction 
would have rung across the whole country 
and aroused the enthusiasm of man, woman, 
and child. If Cleveland’s friends shall allege 
it would have not been politic for him to 
allude to these things, as it might have given 
offense to some who voted for him, it may be 
answered that it would not have lost him a 
single vote in Chicago, but might have gained 
him thousands. All that class of voters have 
gone over to Socialism and Georgeism. From 
a mere partisan standpoint he had nothing to 
lose and everything to gain by talking right 
out. It was a failure absolutely devoid of 
compensations, a sorrowful exhibition of 
lack of thinking power, of sheer ingbility 
to perceive or comprehend the remarkable 
situation before him and its pregnant aiguifl- 
cation.

called the vernacular of Christian civiliza- 
tion. If by some miracle of Pentacost re- 
versed everybody could understand the En- 
glish language and no other, Christianity 
would soon be tne religion of the world, or if 
the modern Latin languages—the Italian, 
Spanish, French, etc.—enjoyed that monopo- 
ly the Roman See would be swift to realize, 
and more also, the dreams of Loyola and 
Xavier. Language is not only the wicker- 
gate of the temple of knowledge but of wor- 
ship. 


ROBIN HOOD IN CHICAGO. 

The boldest and most systematic robberies 
of our day are as defiant of law and as much 
hedged about by popular favor as were the 
depredations of Robin Hood and his gang. 
The most potent individual factor in Ameri- 
ican finance today is simply a modern high- 
wayman, and the files of the Chicago courts 
have just been burdened by a detailed state- 
ment of a pronosed rob in this city on a 
$10,000,000 scale. The bill in chancery to 
which we refer was offered in court yester- 
day, but owing to its voluminousness it has 
not fairly got on the record yet, nor has the 
robbery been fully consummated.

It was the most natural of expectations 
that the President should have paid some 
tribute to the city which was paying such a 
remarkable tribute to him. What had he to 
say of Chicago? Simply this, from Dana’s 
Encyclopedia: “In 1833 Chicago was incor- 
“porated as a town and on the question of 


“incorporation thirteen votes were cast, one 


„t them in the negative.” This was all 
that the President could find to say of Chica- 
go. The rest of his speech was reported 
badinage with a Chicago citizen who he 
says told him to his face more than a year 
ago that no man was fit to be President of 
this country who had not seen Chicago. The 
speech closed witn the inevitable moral ad- 
vice he is so fond of bestowing upon people. 
But it is only fair to add that a copy of Cleve- 
land’s speech, given to the Associated Press 
by Col. Dan Lamont, had several additional 
allusions to Chicago’s growth. It mentions 
the date of the city’s incorporation correctly 
as happening in 1837, refers to the great fire 
of 1871, and the ravid recuperation of the 
city, and alludes to its growth since then. 
But the speech actually delivered omitted 
these statistics. But no matter about them. 

A man who has ideas, who recognizes op- 
portunities, and who is quick to receive sug- 
gestions would have made a different speech 
from this. Without omitting to mention that 
this is the semi-centennial year since the 
first Mayor, William B. Ogden, a New- 
Yorker borgand buried, presided over the 
infant city, he would have paid some tribute 
to the commercial supremacy of the city and 
the part it in collecting and distribut- 
ing the ucts which feed so much of 
the civilized world; of ite vast manufactur- 
ing industries and enterprising public spirit; 
and the claim of its citizens to occupy soon 
the place among American cities second only 
to the metropolitan City of New York. The 
mention of the latter city should have re- 
called to him the great struggle made there 
under the leadership of Samuel J. Tilden 
against the corporate dishonesty, frauds, and 
corruptions of the Tweed régime who plun- 
dered the city, which so signally evi- 
denced the eapability of the people to demon- 
state their power of self-goverment in the 
vastest cities, and the power of the law when 
supported by public opinion te punish official 
plunderers regardless of party ties and 
the strength and influence of bossdom. 
This would have suggested to him the equally 
successful assault against thievish bosses 
and official boodieism in this city, which never 
halted until those of the conspirators who 
had not fled the country wére convicted and 
sentenced to the penitentiary. He might 
then properly have held Chicago up as a shin- 
ing example that other cities afflicted 
with boodleism might imitate with advan- 
tage, and in the same connection he could 
have pointed to the admirable workings of 
the reformed Election law, which had driven 
the toughs and ballot-box stuffers out of mu- 
nicipal control. In his St. Louis speech the 
President referred to the non-assimilating 
“emigrants who seek our shores solely for 
“purposes involving disturbance and disad- 
“vantage to our body politic.” A single 
night’s and he had forgotten that Chica- 
has more of the “non-assimilating 
elements” than any other American city; 
and that it was here they sought “to 
involve the body politic” not alone in 
“disturbance and disadvantage” but in 
murder, incendiarism, and chaos; that it was 
the very policomen beforé him who strangled 
the first murderous conspiracy of Anarchists; 


that it was in this city that law and order 


rose superior to Anarchy and Socialism ; and | 


The threatened congestion in the National 
Treasury is making this matter of bounty 
taxation very plain. Shall we have cheap 
whisky and more drunkenness and debauch- 
ery, or cheapened necessaries and greater 
comfort in the homes of sober, hardworking 
people! 

The Eastern mill bosses, pampered and 
demoralized by along course of heavy sub- 
sidizing, would have Congress introduce a 
carnival of cheap drunkenness rather than 
have the reduction of taxation made in such 
a manner that the farmers could be bled no 
longer by unnatural prices on necessaries. 
Isn’t this last outrageous demand of the tax- 
fed monopolists sufficient to provoke an in- 
dignant protest from the farmers?! With a 
tariff vastly beyond the needs of the Govern- 
ment and in excessof any degree of protec- 
tion that can possibly be justified—100 per 
cent above the Clay Whig scale of duties and 
three times the Republican tariff of 1858—it 
is still proposed to make whisky and tobacco 
free in preference to taking a cent of tax off 
the prime necessaries of life! 

The paid Western organs of the Eastern 
bounty monopolists don’t always state the 
question in this plain way for the benefit of 
their farmer readers, but nevertheless that 
is just what they mean. They will oppose 
even a reduction of the tariff on coal for the 
reason that the tax has made it possible to 
organize the great Eastern coal ring, monop- 
olize the home market, and combine to 
squeeze extortionate profits from consumers. 
Monopolies and “trusts” are fostered and 
developed by needless taxes on necessaries, 
and any attempt to break up such artificial 
control of markets will meet the bitter op- 
position of the mill bosses and their trust 
allies, but should receive the hearty support 
of the overtaxed public. The declaration of 
the Farmers’ Alliance is an encouraging indi- 
cation that the farmers are becoming aroused 
and will not be victimized and bled much 
longer by high, needless taxes for the bene- 
fit of law-protected monopoly.

It was written the day 
that the vessel left Pierport, and stated that, as 
the wind was blowing. a furious gale when she 
started out, the vessel would be fortunate if she 
ever reached her destination. As the Napoleon 
was 33 years old and crumbling to pieces with 
rot, she would have been fortunate if she had 
safely made the trip in fair weather. But it 
would have been a miracie if she had got here in 
the face of a terrific storm and with a cargo that 
would not float. 


Four survivors of the Havana disaster ar- 
rived here from St. Joseph yesterday. They are 
Sam McClemant, mate; Charles Hogan, George 
Hughes,and Robert McCormick, seamen. The 
mate, in giving an account of the loss of the 
schooner, said the entire crew could have been 
rescued if the life-saving crew at St. Joseph had 
done their duty. At daybreak a signal of dis- 
tress was set, but no attention was paid to it and 
no attempt was made to save the crew until after 
the schooner went down. When the vessel sunk 
her mainmast broke off and the stump shot into 
the air about twenty-five feet. The mate em- 
phatically denies the report that the Havana was 
overloaded. He says she was in splendid trim, 
and that her cargo was forty tons lighter than 
any she had carried this season. About two 
weeks Capt. Read wrote to all of the Cap- 
tains in his employ instructing them to cut down 
their cargoes, and he has since ascertained that 
they did so. The City of Green Bay had twenty 
tons less than her usual load.

CONDEMNED TO BE HANGED. 


The Conviction of William Patterson, the 
Negro Accused of Murder, Affirmed. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 6—[Special.)—The 
Court of Appeals today affirmed the verdict of 
the Jefferson Circuit Court in the criminal case 
of William Patterson, the negro who was sen- 
tenced to death for complicity in the murder of 
Jenny Bowma), a pretty German domestic, Al- 
bert Turner, the principal in the crime, was exe- 
cuted July 2. On the scaffold Turner declared 
Patterson guiltless of the crime, and that he of 
his own volition had committed it single-handed.

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WAS IT ANOTHER WRECK RE ? 
CURIOUS HISTORY OF THE MADISON 
FIRE-INSURANCE COMPANY.

Alleged Fine Work Recalled by the Vilas- 
Welch Libel Suit Was There Fraud in 
the Company’s Affairs?—What Became 
of the Policyholders’ Big Surplus 7 
Satisfying a Kicker—Pertinent Extracts 


Eav Cam, Wis. Oct 6—[Speciat.]— 
William Welch, formerly of Madison, now of 
Minneapolis, defendant in the libel proceed - 
ings tnstituted by Col. Vilas at Minneapolis, 
is known in this part of the State as well as 
in his old nome in Southern Wisconsin, 
where he practiced law many years, as a man 
of uncompromising integrity and intense 
temperament, impatient of double-dealing 
and prompt to denounce what he may believe 
to be public wrongs m any form coming 
within his cognizance. One of the oldest 
residents of Madison and prominent at the 
bar, he was at one time a friend and admirer of 
Col. Vilas. Intimate and agreeable as the 
association of the two men had been they 
ceased to be friends after an unpleasantness 
arising from Col. Vilas’ connection with the 
old Madison Mutual Insurance Company. 
Mr. Welch, who wasa policyholder in the 
company, charged, after investigation, that 
Col. Vilas had been dishonest in his dealings 
asadirector of the company. Unsuccessful 
efforts to obtain from Col. Vilas an ea 
tion of his tion were followed by the 
publication of various accusations against 
him. Tnese publications form the main 
ground of the libel proceedings. The histor 
— the insurance company is, briefly, as fol- 

ws: 

The Madison Mutual Insurance Compeny 
was incorporated March 17, 1851, and Madi- 
son designated as its headquarters. It did a 
very business for man * In Jan- 
uary, 1571, an assessment o per cent was 
— apes the par value of the premium 
notes. January, 1875, an assessment of 50 
per cont, Sines in about $140,000, was 
made. ese heavy assessments showed 
that the company’s business was in bad 
shape. In May, 1877, an act of the Legisla- 
ture was obtained changing the character of 
the company, which had theretofore done 
simply a mutual business. The main feature 
of the act was the provision for a “ guaranty 
fund of $100,000, making the subscribers to 
such fund members of the company and giv- 
ing them one vote for each dollar of sub- 
scription, while the other members were 
given one vote tor each $100 insured, provid- 
ing for the election of a Board of Directors 
of not less than five nor more than nine, and 
authorizing the subscribers to the guaranty 
fund to vote at the first election. Col. Vilas, 
Timothy Brown, Andrew Proudfit, William 
Dudley, Buel E. Hutchinson, and Philip Fox 
subscribed to the guaranty fund of $100,000, 
which gave them 100,000 votes at the first 
election. The five subscribers to the 
guaranty fund were ‘then elected di- 
rectors and came into complete control

The Legisiature was asked in 1879 to pass 
a bill providing that the Board of Directors 
might wind up and terminate the existence 
of the company.“ The bill went through the 
Assembly and in the Senate was referred to 
a select committee consisting of Senators 
McFetridge, Kellogg, ahd Bailey.

Beyond 
the facts detailed the history of the company 
after the failure of the bill of 1879 is obscure. 

Insurance Commissioner Spooner sad in 
his annual report for 1879, under the head of 
„Madison Fire Insurance Company:“ 

The immense amount of business ‘transacted 
by this company in years past, and the large 
number of persons throughout the State who have 
paid in tot by way of premiums and assessments 
large sums of money make its condition and 
management of — interest.

A NOVEL EXPERIENCE. 


The New Liquor Law Faithfally Enforced 
in Detroit. 

Drrnorr, Mich., Oct. 3--The new liquor 
tax and regulation law went into effect 
Wednesday of last the result thus 
far must be set down as unprecedented. 
Every saloon in Detroit Has been promptly 
closed at 11 p. m. each night, and for the 
first time in the history of the city yesterday 
presented the novel spectacle of an entire 


Sunday, day and night, with not a single 
open saloon that could be discovered by the 
wit of the most thirsty and inveterate 
“rounder.” The new provision of the law 
giving the police power to make summary 
arrest for breaches of the peace, without 
complaint or warrant, of any person 
found keeping open his saloon or sellin 
liquor seems to set uncomfortably snug, an 
the saloonists are not tumbling over each 
other in their hurry to spend a night in the 
police station. The nalties forfeitin 
bonds and the taxes paid in case of a secon 
conviction, and prohibiting them from en- 
gaging in the same business for a year there- 
after, have a strong tendency to make the 
liquor seliers very conservative in their ac- 
tions. 

But it must not be supposed that the 1,200 
saloonists in the city propose tamely to sub- 
mit to so effective an enactment. They have 
already organized and employed able counsel, 
and before the week is out one or more cases 
will be started on the road to the Supreme 
Court assailing the validity of the statute. In 
the two particulars mentioned the question 
of constitutionality will be raised and argued 
thoroughly, and several other valuable points 
in the law will also be vigorously challen 
But if, in the meantime, the same law-abiding 
spirit is manifested as during the last week, 
Detroit will indulge for a time at least in 
the most novel experience of any “— in the 
land of having absolutely quiet nights and 
Sundays. 


Crime in Ireland. 

The statistics for crime in Ireland for the year 
1886 show that the total number of criminal of- 
fenses was 223,202, or 456.5 per 10,000 of the esti- 
mated population, as compared with 231,313, or 
469.7 per 10,000 ot the population in 1885, showing 
a decrease of 8111 in number and a decrease of 
18.2 in the rate per 10,000 persons. Offenses not 
disposea of summarily constituted the more 
serious groups of crimes and were 
somewhat more numerous than in any 
of the three years immediately preceding, 
but show a decrease of 8,291 as compared 
with the year 1882 and the absolute number 
(7,815) of these offenses and their ratio to the es- 
timated population (15.0 per 10,000) were below 
the corresponding ave sfor the years ending 
with 1881. The distribution of criminal offenses 
is as follows: Leinster, 90,914, or 910.8 per 10,000 
E Munster, 54,387, or 408.6; Ulster,

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 6.--[Special. ]}—An In- 
dianapolis wagon manufacturer today shipped 
the last of a consignment of twenty-one giant 
log wagons to South America, The wagons are 
built 10 haul as much as can be loaded on them.
